SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The magazine entitled Puritan International 36 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The Classification Office finds that Puritan International 36 promotes and supports the 
exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. Puritan International 36 is a 
magazine comprised of 96 pages. The magazine is composed of approximately 80% 
colour photographs and approximately 20% text. The colour photographs are 
presented as photographic features that consist of explicit depictions of sexual activity 
between male and female participants. One of the photographic features presents a 
young female dressed in a short skirt, bobby socks and with her hair in pigtails. The 
female is engaged in sexual activity with a noticeably older male. The text further 
supports the presentation of this female as a young person by referring to her as a 
student and 'having sex with her professor to get better grades'. Section 14 of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act 1990) does not apply to this decision as 
this decision has been made under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1990. 
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
